The offseason was anything but 
a quiet time for Georgia Frontiere, 
the dynamic Owner and President 
of the Los Angeles Rams. 


Georgia presided over the re- 
structuring of the Rams’ defensive 
coaching staff, which is expected to 
produce an aggressive, attacking 
style of play designed to wreak 
havoc on the quarterbacks of the 
NFL. 


The architect of this resurgent 
defense is Jeff Fisher, whom Geor- 
gia brought from Philadelphia, 
where he installed the widely-ac- | 
claimed system which made the } 
Eagles’ defense one of the most 
fearedinthe league. Fisher's squad 
will complement the Rams’ high- 
powered offense, which consistently 
ranks among the NFL's finest. 


Georgia was also at the forefront of several charitable endeavors and her 
philanthropy reached out and touched thousands of needy and disadvantaged 
people. 


Early in 1991, Georgia displayed her concern for youth and education by 
making an unprecedented $1,000,000 donation to the Fulfillment Fund, an 
organization that involves more than 2,200 students, who are annually selected 
by their counselors and teachers as having college potential. Students are 
chosen due to economically disadvantaged backgrounds which might deny 
them the opportunity to further their education. 


Other causes receiving Georgia's attention included the Lamar Lundy Medi- 
cal Research Fund and the Homeless Women and Children of Skid Row. 
Georgia announced the establishment of the Lundy fund and made the first 
contribution. Lundy is a former member of the famed Rams’ Fearsome 
Foursome, who suffers from the neuromuscular disease, Myasthenia Gravis. 


Artistic involvement has a high priority 
in the life of Georgia Frontiere, who has 
gained international renown for her ex- 
pertise and largesse in the world of mu- 
sic and art. While she is known primarily 
for her football acumen, the game repre- 
sents only a portion of her varied life. 
She is a Patron of the Los Angeles Music 
Center, a member of the Boards of the 
Los Angeles Opera Guild and Opera | 
Pacific, New York's Collegiate Chorale |, 
and the Advisory Board of the Master |_ 
Chorale of Orange County. 


Georgia is an avid supporter of Great 
Britain's St. John Ambulance Brigade 
and has been honored with a Doctor of 
Philanthropy degree by Pepperdine Uni- 
versity and the Boy Scouts of America for 
her “Continued Demonstration of the 
Virtues of Charity.” 


She has introduced a nationally-acclaimed drug awareness program to 
schools in Los Angeles and Orange counties and has joined with Orange County 
Sheriff Brad Gates in developing and implementing the Drug Use is Life Abuse 
program. 


Her charitable pursuits include the Los Angeles Boys and Girls Club in East 
Los Angeles, which numbers Georgia on its Board of Directors, the Crohn’s and 
Colitis Foundation of America (Western Regional Executive Board member) 
and the American Foundation for AIDS Research (National Board member). 
She is on the Board of Directors of the Los Angeles Orphanage Guild, a 
Benefactor of the St. Jude Children's Research Center and a member of the 
Board of Trustees of Chapman College. Georgia is a Life Associate of 
Pepperdine University and underwrites scholarships in various fields of learning 
at UCLA and USC, among other colleges. 


She has two children, son Dale Rosenbloom, who is married to the former 
Kathleen Melville, and Lucia Rodriguez, who is married to Lupe Rodriguez.

Few men in the history of Southern 
California sports have achieved the suc- 
cess of John Robinson, who enters his 
ninth season as head coach ofthe Rams. 


In 1990, however, Robinson encoun- 
tered a stranger -- adversity on the foot- 
ball field. For only the second time in his 
15 years as a head coach, his team had 
a losing record (the first time was the 
strike-shortened 1987 NFL season when 
the Rams were 6-9). 


"It was obviously a nightmare for us," 
said Robinson, referring to the 5-11 mark 
of a year ago. “Anything that could go 
wrong did. But we have to look at last 
season as an aberration and remember 
that we're a successful organization with 
a winning tradition." 

Robinson's winning ways have been 
characterized by passion, motivation, 
organization and style. 


None of those traits were more evident than i in 1989 when the Rams won 13 games 
overall before losing to the World Champion 49ers in the NFC Championship game. It 
marked the sixth time in his first seven years with the team that Robinson had guided the 
club to (a), the playoffs, (b) a winning record and (c) 10 or more victories. 


He has coached more games (137), for more years (eight) while winning more times 
(76) than any coach in Ram history. His overall Ram record is 76-61 (.555) and his overall 
head coaching mark stands at 143-75-2 (.655). 

After being named the franchise’s 13th head coach on Valentine’s Day of 1983, 
Robinson's impact on the Rams and the NFLwas dramatic and immediate. Robinson took 
a team that had an 8-17 record over two seasons and posted a 9-7 mark, earning a wild 
card berth. The Rams went on to upset the Cowboys at Dallas in that game. 

In 1984, the Rams improved their record to 10-6, once again earning a wild card playoff 
spot. 

In 1985, the Rams won the NFC Western Division title with an 11-5 record. They 
became the first team to shut out Dallas in a playoff game when they beat the Cowboys 
in the second round of the NFC playoffs, 28-0, at Anaheim Stadium. The season ended 
one week later with a loss to the eventual Super Bowl champion Bears in the NFC 
Championship game at Chicago. 
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In 1986, the Rams posted a 10-6 record and advanced to the wild card playoff game 
before losing to the Redskins in Washington, 19-7. 

Considered one of football's foremost experts on the running game, Robinson has 
produced four NFL rushing champions since coming into the league. He also has the 
unique distinction of coaching the most prolific college runner of all-time (Marcus Allen, 
1981) and the most prolific professional runner of all-time (Eric Dickerson, 1984). 

Born July 25, 1935, Robinson was raised in Daly City (CA) and played football and 
baseball at Serra High Schoo! in San Mateo, earning Catholic All-American and All- 
Northern California honors as an end on the football team. 

Robinson earned a bachelor’s degree in education from the University of Oregon while 
playing end for the Ducks. He lettered when the Ducks won the Pacific Coast Conference 
title in 1957 and he played briefly in Oregon’s 10-7 loss to Ohio State in the Rose Bowl. 

His coaching experience spans more than 25 years. He was an assistant at Oregon 
(1960-71) and at USC (1972-74) before moving to the Oakland Raiders in 1975 to be an 
assistant under his boyhood friend John Madden. In 1976, he was named to succeed John 
McKay as head coach at USC. 

While at USC, Robinson won numerous honors including Pac-10 and West Coast 
Coach of the Year in both 1976 and 1979. In 1976, Robinson was the first rookie coach 
in 25 years to take his team to the Rose Bowl. 

Under Robinson, USC fielded seven consecutive offensive powerhouses while per- 
petuating the Trojans’ distinguished heritage of defensive excellence. 

In 1976, 1977 and 1979, the Trojans finished third and fourth twice in the country in total 
offense and the 1979 team gained more yards than any team in USC history. Defensively, 
the Trojans finished first in the Pac-10 four times under Robinson and the 1980 team led 
the conference in every team defensive category. 

At USC, Robinson coached two Heisman Trophy winners, former Ram running back 
Charles White and Allen (1981). Allen was the first 2,000-yard rusher in college football 
history, gaining 2,342 yards in '81. 

Robinson also coached 18 All-Americans at USC, including 1979 Lombardi Award 
winner Brad Budde. 

Robinson resigned as the USC coach on November 23, 1982, then accepted a position 
as Senior Vice President of University Relations for USC before taking the Ram job. 

Robinson and his wife, Linda, make their home in Yorba Linda.

TOM BETTIS 


Defensive Secondary Coach 

Is one of three former Philadelphia Eagle assistant coaches 
(Defensive Coordinator Jeff Fisher and Linebacker Coach Ronnie 
Jones) to join the Rams' coaching staff this season. 

Bettis, 58, brings 25 years of NFL coaching experience to the Rams, 
} including 13 as the Kansas City Chiefs' defensive secondary coach 

/~] from 1966-77 and 1988. While a member of the Chiefs staff, Bettis’ 
secondary led the AFC in fewest passing yards allowed in 1969-70 
and in interceptions from 1966-70 and 1974. He also played an integral role in the Chiefs 
two Super Bowl appearances, including a victory over the Minnesota Vikings in Super 
Bowl IV. 

Broadcaster and former Chiefs Head Coach Hank Stram is only one of the many 
admirers of Bettis' coaching ability. 

"Tom's an excellent teacher," Stram said. "He's firm; he's fair, he’s honest. He 
understands the value of discipline and brings toughness to the defensive backs." 

Bettis' dedication paid off, for in 1977, he was named Kansas City's interim head 
coach, replacing Paul Wiggin, who was dismissed after seven games. 

Following his tenure with Kansas City, Bettis served as the St. Louis Cardinals 
defensive coordinator from 1978-84. He then joined the Cleveland Browns as defensive 
coordinator in 1985, Houston Oilers in 1986-87 and returned to the Chiefs (1988) before 
joining the Philadelphia Eagles in 1989-90, all as a defensive secondary coach. 

Stram, who also spent time with Bettis when he was a two-time All-American at 
Purdue, said "Tom's a quiet guy. You know, he doesn't make a lot of noise, or ask fora 
lot of credit. All he cares about is that the team wins- and they always seem to when Tom's 
around, because he's a winner." 

Bettis, born March 17, 1933, played nine seasons in the NFL after being a first-round 
draft choice by the Green Bay Packers in 1955. He was the Packers’ starting middle 
linebacker until 1961 before spending his last two seasons in Pittsburgh (1962) and 
Chicago (1963). 

Bettis was a three-time All-Big 10 choice playing guard and tackle at Purdue. He 
finished fourth in the Heisman Trophy balloting his senior year in 1954. 

Bettis and his wife, Valerie, make their home in Anaheim Hills. They have three 
daughters, Lisa, Karen and Krista, and six grandsons. 


NOLAN CROMWELL 


Defensive and Special Teams Assistant 
Former Ram safety and four-time Pro Bowler Nolan Cromwell joins 
the coaching staff in 1991, as adefensive and special teams assistant. 
Cromwell served as a mainstay in the Rams secondary from 1977 
through 1987, playing in 146 games. He was also a member of the 
1979 NFC Championship team that played in Super Bowl XIV against 
the Pittsburgh Steelers. 
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Cromwell ended his career as the Rams all-time leader in interception return yardage 
with 643 on 35 interceptions. His 35 pickoffs are second on the Ram record books to Eddie 
Meador's 46 interceptions. 

Cromwell's sure-handedness landed him as the holder onkicks, and he scored three 
rushing touchdowns on fake field goal attempts. In 1981, Cromwell was the recipient of 
the Daniel F. Reeves Memorial Award, which is given to the team MVP. He was named 
as the NFC Defensive Player of the Year by the Kansas City Committee of 101 in 1980 
as well as receiving All-NFL honors. 

During his career, he also received various other honors, including being named by 
the league as the NFC Defensive Player of the Week in 1986 and Defensive Back of the 
Year by Football Digest in 1984. 

The 36-year-old Cromwell lives in Laguna Hills with his wife, Mary, and two children, 
Lance, 5, and Jennifer, 3. 


JEFF FISHER 


Defensive Coordinator 

Jeff Fisher begins his first season as the Rams' defensive 
coordinator. He spent the previous five seasons with the Philadelphia 
Eagles, including the last two as their defensive coordinator. 

Fisher, 32, joined Buddy Ryan's staffin 1986, where he coached 
the defensive secondary through 1988. In 1989, Ryan named Fisher 
his defensive coordinator, making him the NFL's youngest defensive 
coordinator at age 31. Under Fisher's guidance, the Eagles' defense 
ranked eighth in the NFL in 1989 and 12th in 1990, including first in rushing defense. 
Fisher's defense accounted for 62 and 46 quarterback sacks, which ranked first and 
second in the NFL, respectively. The Eagles also led the NFL in pass interceptions with 
30 in 1989. 

There's no question Fisher can provide results with his innovative defensive 
techniques, as Head Coach John Robinson will attest. 

"He's one of the rising stars in the NFL," Robinson said. "There's no question he's 
going to have a great career as an NFL coach, and his best work is ahead of him. In ten 
years, you could see Jeff Fisher as a head coach." 

Prior to becoming an assistant coach at Philadelphia, Fisher played five seasons 
with the Chicago Bears. He was originally a seventh-round draft choice by the Bears in 
1981 as a defensive back and punt returner. Fisher set a Bears record for most punt 
returns (43) in a season and most yards (509), including a 88-yard punt return for a 
touchdown in 1981 against the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. He played in 49 career games, 
intercepted five passes and averaged 15.2 yards on 13 kickoff returns. Fisher spent the 
1985 season on injured reserve (ankle injury) but gained valuable experience assisting 
the Bears' defensive coaches en route to their victory over the New England Patriots in 
Super Bowl XX. 

A Southern California native, Fisher played his college football under John Robinson 
at USC. As astarting defensive back, Fisher played alongside future All-Pros Ronnie Lott 
(L.A. Raiders), Dennis Smith (Denver Broncos) and Joey Browner (Minnesota Vikings). 
As asenior at USC, Fisher was named to the Pac-10 All-Academic team. He prepped at 
Taft High School in Woodland Hills, Calif., and earned All-America honors in football. 

Fisher and his wife, Julie, make their home in La Verne, Calif., along with their two 
children, son, Brandon (3) and, daughter, Tara (1). 
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GARRETT GIEMONT 


Strength and Conditioning Coach 


Garrett Giemont, who has been part of the Rams’ organization for 20 
years, enters his second season as the club's Strength and Condition- 
ing Coach. 

Giemont, 33, who was the Rams' strength trainer for eight seasons, 
will continue to oversee the team's weight training program and off- 
season workouts as well as injured players’ rehabilitation. 

In fact, Ram legend Jack Youngblood believes Giemont's presence helps speed the 
recovery of injured players, not only because of his conditioning and football acumen, but 
his infectious personality. 

"His attitude alone helps an athlete recover," Youngblood said. “He's one of the 
hardest-working, most enthusiastic members of the organization." 

Giemont began working for the Rams in 1970 and was hired full-time in 1978. From 
1978 to 1982, he was the team's assistant trainer. In 1983, Giemont became the Rams' 
strength and conditioning trainer. 

While 'Gie' is not an X's and O's coach, his importance is not lost on Youngblood and 
everyone else. "He's an integral part of the success of this football team," Youngblood 
said. "He makes everyone perform better, and at a more competitive level." 

A strong proponent of fitness, Giemont frequently speaks to youth groups in the 
community on steroid abuse, proper nutrition and a well-rounded conditioning program. 

Adventure travel is Giemont's hobby during the offseason. In 1987, he ran with the 
bulls in Pamplona, Spain, and in 1979 he toured South America. He is single and makes 
his home in Irvine. 


MARV GOUX 
Defensive Line Coach/Administrative Assistant 


Marv Goux, who has been John Robinson's defensive line coach for 
the past 16 years in college and NFL, will continue to oversee that 
position and also assist Coach Robinson in various administrative 
areas. 

Goux, one of the most fiery and energetic coaches in all of sports, has 
continued to develop one of the most durable and underrated defen- 
sive lines inthe NFL. Prior to accompanying John Robinson when he took the Rams head 
coaching job, Goux spent 30 years at USC as both a player and a coach. Goux's Trojan 
heritage began in 1952 when he started at linebacker for the Rose Bowl team that 
defeated Wisconsin, 7-0. Ajunior college All-American at Ventura J.C. in 1951, Goux went 
on to start three years for the Trojans (1952, '54, '55 — he was injured in '53) despite a 
relatively small 5-8, 185-pound frame. 

During his last two seasons, Goux played on both sides of the ball, playing center and 
linebacker. Goux is one of only two Trojans to twice win the Davis- Teschke Award, given 
annually to the most inspirational player on the team. He also was the captain of the 1955 
team. As both a player and a coach, Goux has gained a reputation as an intense 
competitor with an admirable sense of sportsmanship. At USC, Goux made the classy 
gesture of personally congratulating each member of the opposing team that beat the 
Trojans. 
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At USC, Goux coached 12 first team All-Americans, including Gary Jeter, who played 
six seasons with Goux as a member of the Rams. Goux's other All-Americans were: John 
Grant, Charles Weaver, George Achica, Ron Mix, Marlin and Mike McKeever, Dan Ficca, 
Damon Bame, Tim Rossovich, Jimmy Gunn and Al Cowlings. The Trojans won five 
national championships during Goux's stay on the coaching staff. 

Before joining the Trojans, Goux spent a year as head coach at Carpenteria (CA) 
High School, taking them to the small school finals with a 9-1 record in 1956. 

Born September 8, 1932, in Santa Barbara, Goux makes his home in Long Beach 
with his wife, Patti. 


GIL HASKELL 
Tight Ends/Special Teams Coach 


Gil Haskell, who is entering his ninth season with the Rams, will 
oversee the club's special teams as well as the tight ends. Haskell, who 
coached the running backs the past four seasons, will assume the 
special teams duties, (a position he held from 1983 to 1986), and for the 
first time, handle the tight ends. 

Haskell will be asked to rejuvenate a special teams unit that will 
include a new place kicker and also the return of a Pro Bowl punter. 
Tony Zendejas, who was left unprotected by the Houston Oilers and 
signed as a Plan B free agent this offseason, will take over for longtime kicker Mike 
Lansford who was not protected. Dale Hatcher, the club's all-time leader for most punts 
in a career and Pro Bowler in 1985, was signed as a free agent this offseason. 

Under Haskell's guidance, the Rams' special teams ranked as one of the league's 
best. His devotion and skill paid off when three players were selected to play in the Pro 
Bowl: KR Ron Brown and PR Henry Ellard in 1984 and Punter Dale Hatcher in 1985. Not 
to mention, his special teams unit captured the No. 1 ranking in the NFL in 1985. During 
Haskell's reign as special teams coach, only one opponent scored a touchdown on a punt 
or kickoff return while the Rams scored eight. 

As running backs coach, Haskell had two backs gain 1,000 yards in three of the four 
seasons he coached the position. Charles White gained 1,374 yards in 1987 and Greg 
Bell rushed for 1,212 in '88 and 1,137 in ‘89. 

The spirited Haskell joined the Rams in 1983 after serving as John Robinson's 
special teams coach for five seasons at USC. He was also the wide receiver coach for two 
seasons. 

Prior to joining the coaching staffat USC, Haskell coached at St. Ignatius High School 
in San Francisco for nine years, including the last five as head coach. As head coach he 
compiled an impressive 34-15 record. He was also the track coach for four years, winning 
three Catholic Athletic League titles. 

Haskell began his coaching career at Riordan High School in San Francisco, serving 
as line coach for three years while also coaching the track team, which won three Catholic 
Athletic League titles. 

Haskell's uncle, the late Dr. William O'Grady, was a part owner of the San Francisco 
49ers and before going to USC in 1978, he had not missed a 49ers home game in 22 years. 

Born September 24, 1943, in San Francisco, Haskell and his wife, Nancy, who is the 
Rams' Speaker Bureau and Entertainment Coordinator, make their home in Anaheim 
Hills. 
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HUDSON HOUCK 
Offensive Line Coach 


One of the cornerstones of the Rams' winning tradition during the 
John Robinson era has been the tremendous success of the offensive 
line. The excellence of the offensive linemen has translated to a 
1,000-yard rusher seven of the last eight years, and has helped 
Quarterback Jim Everett pass for more yards during the past three 
seasons than any other NFL quarterback. Offensive Line Coach 
Hudson Houck deserves much of the credit for these milestones. 

Houck will downplay his contribution to the success of the offensive line, but seven- 
time All-Pro Tackle Jackie Slater said, "You won't find a more thorough offensive line coach 
in the NFL. He's really helped to keep me focused on the things | need to work on, which 
has enabled me to remain consistent year after year." 

Clearly, the praise directed at Houck is well-deserved. Since 1983, no other team 
has sent more offensive linemen to the Pro Bowl. Eleven starters have been selected from 
the Rams, two more than the nearest competitors, Chicago and Cincinnati. In all, five 
Rams have made twenty-one trips to Hawaii (Tackle Jackie Slater, 7; Center Doug Smith, 
6; Guard Kent Hill, 3; Guard Dennis Harrah, 3 and Guard Tom Newberry, 2). 

Houck enters the 1991 season after 15 years of collaboration with John Robinson. 
Prior to joining the Rams in 1983, Houck served as offensive line coach for USC. During 
his tenure with the Trojans, his offensive lines helped produce holes for Heisman Trophy 
winners Charles White and Marcus Allen. 

Not to mention, seven of Houck's offensive linemen went on to achieve All-American 
status and play inthe NFL: Marvin Powell (Jets), Pat Howell (Oilers), Brad Budde (Chiefs), 
Keith Van Horne (Bears), Roy Foster (Dolphins), Bruce Matthews (Oilers) and Don 
Mosebar (Raiders). 

Not only is Houck a motivator, he is also a fine technician. In fact, Slater believes his 
16 NFL seasons (more than any other Ram), are directly related to Houck's coaching 
skills. 

"There's no question about it," Slater said. "He's definitely been a big part of my 
longevity." 

Houck grew up in Los Angeles and played for John McKay's USC Trojans. In 1962, 
he was a backup center on the national championship team, and won the starting role in 
1963. However, in 1964, he was forced back into a reserve role with a back injury. 

After earning a degree in physical education, Houck became a teacher and assistant 
football coach at Crescenta Valley (CA) High School in 1967 and 1969. He served in the 
United States Army in 1968. 

Houck then went to USC in 1970 as the head freshman coach and varsity graduate 
assistant, where he spent two years. From 1972-75, he served as the offensive line coach 
of the Stanford Cardinal, and he returned to USC in 1976. 

Houck and his wife, Elsie, make their home in Newport Beach. 
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RONNIE JONES 
Linebacker Coach 


Ronnie Jones, who spent the last four seasons as an assistant | 
coach with the Philadelphia Eagles, enters his firstseason as linebacker 
coach with the Rams. 

As a member of the Eagles coaching staff, Jones spent all four 
seasons as the team's strength and conditioning coach. In 1988, he 
added linebackers to his responsibilities and assisted defensive 
coordinators Wade Phillips (1988) and Jeff Fisher (1989-90). 

Former Philadelphia Eagles Head Coach Buddy Ryan praised Jones for his loyalty 
and intensity. "There's some coaches who are X's and O's coaches," Ryan said. "And 
there are some coaches who are 'make a difference’ coaches. Ronnie Jones is a ‘make 
a difference’ coach. When he's in that locker room, | can't explain it, but he makes your 
team better." 

Prior to joining the Eagles, Jones spent two seasons as strength and conditioning 
coach at Arizona State. In 1984, he served as offensive line coach and recruiting 
coordinator at Tulsa. From 1979-83, Jones coached at Northeastern State in Tahlequah, 
Oklahoma, where he worked with the defensive line and linebackers, as well as their head 
track coach and strength and conditioning coach. 

Anative of Sunray, Texas, Jones was a small college All-American at Northwestern 
State in Alva, Okla. (1974-77). Following his graduation in 1978, he had tryouts with the 
Denver Broncos and the Saskatchewan Roughriders of the Canadian Football League. 
Jones earned a master's degree in health and physical education from Northeastern State 
in 1980. He and his wife, Karla, make their home in Anaheim Hills. 


JIMMY RAYE 
Wide Receivers/Passing Game Coordinator 


Jimmy Raye, who served the Rams as receivers coach in 1983 
and offensive coordinator in 1984, returns this year as the wide 
receivers coach and passing game coordinator. Raye, who was the 
offensive coordinator of the New England Patriots in 1990, is entering 
his 15th NFL season as a coach. 

Raye is well-known for his technical expertese and attention to 
detail, traits that are not lost on Wide Receiver Henry Ellard, the leading receiver in Rams 
history. 

“Jimmy was the receivers coach my rookie season," Ellard said. "He's one of the best 
receivers coaches I've ever been around. He brought out the best in me, and definitely 
got me started on the right track." 

Raye has had the opportunity to coach many different receivers over the years. He 
started coaching in the NFL in 1977, coaching receivers for the San Francisco 49ers. He 
then moved on to Detroit, coaching offensive backs in 1978 and '79, before coaching 
receivers in Atlanta for three years. 
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In'83 and'84 Raye was with the Rams, and then migrated to Tampa Bay in 1985 and 
‘86, serving as the offensive coordinator. In 1987, he rejoined the Falcons and their 
receiving corps, where he spent two seasons. 

Raye's skills, coupled with his journeyman status, have left many players disap- 
pointed, Ellard being only one. 

"| wish he had stayed here alot longer," Ellard said of Raye's departure after the 1984 
season. "He's always been a receiver's-type of coach. | was learning from him until the 
day he left, and I'm glad he's back." 

In 1969, Raye played for the Philadelphia Eagles as a defensive back, after quarter- 
backing Michigan State University to two Big Ten titles, including a national championship 
and a Rose Bowl appearance. 

Born March 26, 1946, Raye and his wife, Edwena, make their home in Irvine. They 
have two children, Robin and Jimmy III. 


| CLARENCE SHELMON 
Running Back Coach 


Clarence Shelmon begins his first season with the Rams after 
spending the previous four seasons as the running back coach at 
USC. 

At USC, Shelmon aided in the development of standout running 
backs Aaron Emanuel, Ricky Ervins and Leroy Holt, all productive 
players. 

In 1989, Shelmon guided Ervins to the Pac-10 rushing title, with 1,395 yards. Holt 
also gained All-American honorable mention and All-Pac-10 honors. In '88, Holt again 
captured all-Pac-10 honors, while in 1987, tailback Steven Webster ran for 1,109 yards, 
garnering All-American honorable mention and All-Pac-10 accolades. 

During Shelmon's tenure, the Trojans made three consecutive Rose Bowl appear- 
ances, including a 17-10 victory over the Michigan Wolverines in 1990. 

Trojan Head Coach Larry Smith, who coached with Shelmon for eight years, said, 
"Clarence is one heck of a football coach. His running backs are multi-faceted: They all 
catch the ball well, they're all fine blockers and of course, they run well." 

Even so, Smith has mixed emotions about Shelmon's departure from USC. "I was 
sorry to see him go, but at the same time, he's earned this position (with the Rams). He's 
the best backfield coach I've ever worked with." 

Before joining the Trojans, Shelmon handled the running backs under Larry Smith 
at Arizona from 1984-86. While with the Wildcats, he helped develop Running Back David 
Adams, the No.3 rusher in Arizona history. 

He also coached at Indiana for three seasons in a similiar capacity. He began his 
coaching career in 1975 as a graduate assistant at Houston (1975-76). Following a year 
of coaching at Carroll High School in Corpus Christi, Texas, Shelmon spent three seasons 
at Army (1978-80), where he coached the tight ends and running backs. 

Anative of Bossier, Louisiana, Shelmon played his college football at the University 
of Houston from 1971-75. 

He and his wife, Nancy, make their home in Los Angeles.

JOHN TEERLINCK 
Defensive Line Coach 


John Teerlinck begins his first year of service with the Rams, [7 
assuming the role of co-defensive line coach, along with Marv Goux. F : 

Teerlinck came to the Rams by way of Cleveland, where he 
guided the defensive line to a club-record 45 team sacks in 1989, his 
first year as an NFL coach. He also keyed the development of Pro 
Bowler Michael Dean Perry, who was AFC Defensive Player of the 
Year in 1989. Prior to Teerlinck's arrival, Perry had not started on the Brown's defensive 
line, and now he is one of the more feared players in the league. 

Clearly, Teerlinck has proven to be a catalyst wherever he goes. He has earned a 
reputation as being a fierce competitor and a strong motivator, and Ram veteran Kevin 
Greene agrees wholeheartedly. 

Greene, who is moving from outside linebacker to defensive end in the team's new 
4-3 alignment, said, "I like what | see... There's going to be so much more pressure on the 
quarterback now." 

As only Greene can putit, Teerlinck has already won the hearts of the Ram linemen, 
as he did in Cleveland, and other stops along the way. 

Teerlinck broke into coaching in 1977 at lowa Lakes Junior College, before moving 
on to Eastern Illinois University in'78, serving as defensive coordinator. During that year, 
the Panthers won the NCAA Division || national championship. 

After spending 1979 with Eastern Illinois, Teerlinck joined current Raiders quarter- 
back Mike White (then head coach at Illinois). Between 1980-82, seven of his defensive 
linemen went on to be named All-Big 10 selections. The following season, Teerlinck went 
to coach the defensive line of the Chicago Blitz, under former Ram coach George Allen. 

In 1984, the Blitz moved to Arizona, where the team was renamed the Wranglers, but 
Teerlinck's results remained the same. During his three-year tenure, the Wranglers had 
nine of the possible 12 All-Pro defensive linemen in the USFL. Not to mention, the 
Wranglers led the league in defense and sacks in all three years. 

Teerlinck has also had success as a player, beginning as an All-Catholic League 
selection at Fenwick (Oak Park, IL) High School. He served as a co-captain for Western 
Illinois, earning first team Little All-America honors and defensive MVP honors his senior 
year. 

Teerlinck was a fifth-round pick of the San Diego Chargers in 1974, where he 
captured a starting defensive tackle spot as a rookie. He played until 1977, when a knee 
injury cut short his career. 

The 40-year-old Teerlinck lives in Mission Viejo with his wife, Sue, and their five 
children, Ann (16), Bill (13), Mark (11), Molly (7), and Mary (6). 
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ERNIE ZAMPESE 


Offensive Coordinator 

Ernie Zampese, now entering his fifth season at the helm of the 
Rams' offensive unit, is continuing to further entrench his position as 
one of the most innovative offensive minds in the NFL. 

Last season, the Rams piled up 5,430 yards of net offense, 4,016 
through the air. Under Zampese's system, Quarterback Jim Everett 
has passed for more yards (12,263) than any other quarterback in the 
NFL over the past three seasons. Not to mention, a strong running game has comple- 
mented Everett's air attack, featuring 1,000-yard rushers every year during Zampese's 
tenure except 1990. 

"Ernie Zampese will be looked at as one of the premier offensive coordinators of his 
time when he's through coaching,” Everett said. 

"There's not one particular guy who bears all the duties in our offense. It's all 
distributed evenly, and it's all due to Ernie." 

Zampese has provided teams with potent offenses for years, guiding the San Diego 
Chargers toa number-one ranking each of the four years (1983-86) he served as offensive 
coordinator. Charger Quarterback Dan Fouts also flourished under Zampese, finishing 
his career with 43,040 yards passing, second in NFL history. 

Everett appreciates the high-powered offense Zampese has created for the Rams. 
"I'm glad I've had the opportunity to develop and contribute in such a well-structured 
offensive scheme," he said. 

After receiving his master's degree in physical education from Cal Poly San Luis 
Obispo, Zampese began his coaching career at Allan Hancock Junior College, serving 
from 1962-65. He returned to Cal Poly SLO in 1966 to continue coaching. 

Ayear later, Zampese headed to San Diego State, where he was the defensive backs 
coach from 1967-75. While with the Aztecs, he helped develop future-NFL players Joe 
Lavender, Willie Buchanan, Nate Wright and former Rams' star Monte Jackson. 

In 1976, Zampese assumed the duties of coaching the defensive backs for the 
Chargers, but left to become a scout for the New York Jets in 1977-78.

1951 WORLD CHAMPION RAMS CELEBRATE THEIR 40TH 
ANNIVERSARY 
Forty years after bringing Southern California its first-ever World Cham- 
pionship, the 1951 Rams will be honored again this preseason. The team, 
which went 8-4 during the regular season and was coached by Joe 
Stydahar, defeated the Cleveland Browns, 24-17. Five members of the 


Ram squad went on to be enshrined in the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
Canton, Ohio — Quarterbacks Bob Waterfield and Norm Van Brocklin, Wide 
Receivers Elroy "Crazy Legs" Hirsch and Tom Fears and Defensive End 
Andy Robustelli. Then-owner Daniel F. Reeves and former Public Relations 
Director Tex Schramm are also members of the Hall of Fame. Current 
Rams front-office administrator Tank Younger was a member of the 
landmark squad, as was "Deacon" Dan Towler and Dick Hoerner. 
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THE RAMS STORY: 1937-1991 


1937 on Feb. 13, the National Football 
League grants a Cleveland franchise to Homer 
Marshman and associates, a prominent group 
of local businessmen. Hugo Bezdek is named 
head coach. As the league's rookie franchise, 
Rams finish with a 1-10-0 record. Bob Kelley is 
named radio play-by-play announcer at start of 
season. 


1938 Assistant coach Art Lewis takes over 
team after three losses and Rams win three of 
remaining seven games. 


1939 Ear! “Dutch” Clark becomes head 
coach. Rams hit .500 mark for the first time with 
5-5-1 record. Parker Hall joins team as rookie 
tailback and wins Joe Carr Trophy as NFL's 
official Most Valuable Player. 


1940 Team drops back to 4-6-1 record. 
Johnny Drake, powerful Ram fullback, is named 
to first team All-NFL. 


1941 baniel F. Reeves and Fred Levy, Jr. 
purchase Rams in June and hire Billy Evans as 
general manager. Team wins first two games but 
drops next nine to finish in cellar. 


1942 Evans resigns before 1942 season. 
Charles “Chile” Walsh replaces Art Lewis as 
assistant coach. Lt. Reeves and Major Levy 
depart to enter armed forces. Bob Kelley is 
named club secretary. Team finishes 5-6-0. 


1943 clark resigns. Chile Walsh is named 
head coach, but NFL grants Rams permission to 
suspend operations for one season because of 
wartime difficulties. Reeves buys out Levy. 


1944 chile walsh becomes general man- 
ager and appoints Buff Donelli as head coach. 
Pickup team finishes 4-6-0. 


1945 Donelii joins military service. Walsh 
names his brother, Adam Walsh, as head coach. 
Third round draft choice (a future) Bob Water- 
field from UCLA joins team as T-formation quar- 
terback and leads Rams to 9-1-0 season for first 
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divisional title in team's history. On icy field, 
Rams defeat Washington Redskins, 15-14, at 
Cleveland for world title. Waterfield becomes 
first player to receive unanimous vote for official 
NFL Most Valuable Player award. Walshis named 
coach of the year. Eddie Kotal joins team as 
chief scout and Bill John begins 29-year tenure 
as business manager. 


1 946 Reeves moves franchise to Los Ange- 
les early in the year. After disappointing 6-4-1 
season, both Walshes resign. 


1947 Reeves assumes duties of general 
manager. Bob Snyder is namedhead coach with 
Joe Stydahar as new assistant. Team is talent- 
heavy but injury-ridden in 6-6-0 season. Reeves 
sells part interests to former partner Levy and to 
Edwin and Harold Pauley and Hal Seley. 


1948 clark Shaughnessy joins staff as ad- 
visory coach. On Sept. 3, Snyder resigns and 
Clark Shaughnessy becomes head coach. Team 
wins four of last five to post 6-5-1 mark. 


1949 Team wins first six games then hangs 
on to win first divisional title since moving west. 
Heavy rain holds down L.A. crowd as Philadel- 
phia Eagles skid to 14-0 win over Rams in NFL 
title game. Rookie Norm Van Brocklin joins team 
and gives Rams top-notch one-two quarterback 
punch. Elroy Hirsch has fine rookie year. 


1950 Net absorbs AAC, leaving Rams as 
lone pro team in Los Angeles after four years of 
two-league existence. In February, Stydahar 
becomes head coach, replacing Shaughnessy. 
Club opens new offices on Beverly Boulevard. 
Bill Granholm begins 18-year tenure as equip- 
ment manager. Team sets 22 league records in 
rolling to conference title tie. Waterfield and end 
Tom Fears lead playoff win over Bears, 24-14, 
but following week in Cleveland, Lou Groza's 
late field goal stops Rams’ title hopes, 30-28. 


1951 Rams win third straight conference 
title on final day of season, then defeat Cleve- 
land at the Coliseum, 24-17, on 73-yard pass, 


Van Brocklin to Fears, for first world title since 
moving to Los Angeles. 


1952 After team loses three straight pre- 
season games and drops league opener by big 
score, Stydahar resigns. He is replaced as head 
coach by Hamp Pool. Team loses two of next 
three, but wins last eight to tie for conference 
title. Rams lose playoff in Detroit. Rams trade 11 
players to Dallas for rookie Les Richter, who 
then enters Army for two years. Waterfield re- 
tires. 


1953 club co-owner Harold Pauley passes 
away. Team compiles 8-3-1 record, losing three 
games by total of eight points to finish third in 
conference. Rams defeat world champ Lions in 
both games. 


1954 Bonus choice Bill Wade and tradee 
Les Richter both join Rams as rookies two years 
after going from college into military service. 
Team has disappointing 6-5-1 mark. All assis- 
tant coaches resign. Pool soon follows suit. 


1955 On Jan. 26, Rams hire Sid Gillman, 
head coach at University of Cincinnati, to re- 
place Pool. Fine defensive year and clutch field 
goal kicking by Richter give team hard-fought 8- 
3-1 record for conference title. Cleveland wins 
title game at Coliseum by onesided score. 


1956 in form reversal, team loses five con- 
secutive early-season games and finishes in 
cellar tie with 4-8 record. 


1957 Ram owners name former Ram publi- 
cist Pete Rozelle as general manager. Team 
loses squeakers on road to 49ers and Lions, 
finishing 6-6-0, but only two games behind con- 
ference leaders. 


1 958 In preseason trade, Van Brocklin goes 
to Eagles. Bill Wade sets many Ram passing 
marks en route to 8-4-0 year. 


1959 Team has general letdown and many 
injuries for worst season since 1937, finishing 2- 
10-0. Ollie Matson, acquired in big trade, is 
workhorse at fullback. On last day of season, 
Gillman and staff resign. 


1960 Following death of Bert Bell, Pete 
Rozelle is named NFL commissioner. Elroy 
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Hirsch replaces Rozelle as Rams general 
manager. Bob Waterfield is named Ram head 
coach. Team finishes 4-7-1. 


1961 Rams trade Bill Wade, Del Shofner, 
John Guzik for Zeke Bratkowski, Lindon Crow 
and 1962 first draft choice, which makes it pos- 
sible to draft both Roman Gabriel and Merlin 
Olsen. Revamped Rams finish strongly after 
slow start, but still show 4-10-0 deficit. 


1962 Rams lose four of first five games by 
Narrow margins, then show only occasional 
surges of success en route to 1-12-1 year. 
Waterfield resigns after eighth game. Harland 
Svare named interim head coach. On Dec. 27, in 
closed auction, Reeves reacquires control of 
Rams, purchasing full interests of co-owners 
Pauley, Levy, Seley and Bob Hope. 


1963 Reeves selis 49% interest in Rams to 
Gene Autry, Bob Reynolds, Leonard Firestone, 
Paul A. O'Bryan, Robert Lehman, J.D. Stetson 
Coleman and Joseph A. Thomas. Svare is re- 
tained. Les Richter retires before season. After 
0-5 record, Gabriel is reinstated as starting QB 
and plays last nine games without relief, guiding 
team to 5-4 mark and season record of 5-9-0. 


1964 Rams sign 10-year pact to play in 
“new look” Coliseum's “stadium-within-a-sta- 
dium.” Fourteen rookies make the season squad. 
Club finishes fifth with 5-7-2 record. 


1965 After winning only one of first 10, Rams 
take three of last four against top two teams in 
each conference, but Svare is dismissed. 


1966 Aster a court fight, George Allen is 
released by George Halas from his assistant 
coaching duties with the Chicago Bears to be- 
come head coach of the Rams. NFL and AFL 
merge in spring. Bob Kelley, “Voice of the Rams” 
since the club’s beginning in 1937 dies in Sep- 
tember. Team finishes 8-6. 


1 967 After 17 years on Beverly Boulevard, 
club moves to new building on Pico. Training 
camp is also moved to California State College 
at Fullerton after five years at Chapman College 
in Orange. Equipment manager Bill Granholm 
leaves club after 18 years to take position in 
league office. Rams record first unbeaten pre- 
season in history with six wins, including victo- 
ries over first-ever AFL opponents, San Diego 


and Kansas City. Team completes finest win- 
loss season ever with 11-1-2 league record to 
win Coastal Division Championship, the first title 
of any kind since 1955, then loses to Green Bay 
in Western Conference Championship Game. 


1968 Atter playoff win over Cleveland in 
January, team finishes regular season with 10- 
3-1 record, second in Coastal Division to Balti- 
more’s 13-1 mark. Attendance is over one mil- 
lion for second straight year and Ram defense 
sets new 14-game NFL record for fewest yards 
allowed. On Dec. 26, Allen is dismissed as head 
coach, but is re-hired two weeks later. 


1969 atter 20 years with the Rams as a 
player, general manager and assistant to the 
president, Elroy Hirsch leaves club to become 
athletic director at the University of Wisconsin. 
He is replaced by Public Relations Director Jack 
Teele, and John Sanders becomes Assistant 
General Manager. Team wins Coastal Division 
with 11-3 record before losing to Minnesota in 
Western Conference title game, 23-20. Quarter- 
back Roman Gabriel is unanimous choice as the 
NFL's Most Valuable Player. 


1970 Playoff Bowl victory over Dallas in 
January heads Rams toward their 25th year in 
Southern California. With the completion of the 
merger of the NFL and AFL, the Rams join San 
Francisco, Atlanta and New Orleans in the West- 
ern Division of the National Conference of the 
new 26-team National Football League. Rams 
finish second to 49ers with 9-4-1 record. George 
Allen's contract is not renewed. 


1971 on April 15, owner Daniel F. Reeves 
dies of cancer in New York. His longtime friend 
and business associate, William A. Barnes, 
becomes President and General Manager. 
Tommy Prothro replaces Allen. Playing the 
toughest schedule in the NFL, the Rams finish 
with an 8-5-1 record, second to 49ers in the NFC 
West. 


1972 Ina history-making move, Baltimore 
Colts owner Carroll Rosenbloom trades the Bal- 
timore franchise to Robert Irsay in exchange for 
the Rams. Irsay had purchased the Rams from 
the estate of the late Dan Reeves. The transac- 
tion was completed and announced on July 14. 
Rosenbloom, the most successful owner in the 
NFL over the last two decades, brings with him 
to Los Angeles Don Klosterman, Rosenbloom's 
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general manager in Baltimore. After five years at 
Cal State Fullerton, Rams move training site to 
Cal State Long Beach. After 6-7-1 season, all 
coaches are dismissed. 


1973 An observer in '72, Rosenbloom be- 
gins to make changes early in 1973, and they 
pay off quickly. His choice for head coach, for- 
mer Detroit assistant Chuck Knox, leads team to 
12-2 season, winningest in Rams history, and 
Knox becomes “Coach of the Year," Roman 
Gabriel is traded to Philadelphia and the new 
quarterback, former San Diego Charger John 
Hadi, is NFC “Player of the Year.” Rams win NFC 
West title, but lose in first round of playoffs to 
Dallas. Other changes introduced by 
Rosenbloom include return to blue and gold 
uniforms. Club returns to Cal State Fullerton for 
summer training. 


1974 Carroll Rosenbloom's son, Steve, 
takes over as Assistant to the President. After 3- 
2 start, Rams trade John Had! to Green Bay for 
five draft choices in bold move that stuns the 
football world, Hadl's backup, James Harris, 
becomes starter and leads team to 10-4 record, 
its second straight NFC Western title and its first 
playoff victory since 1951 (a 19-10 win over 
Washington) before the Rams bow to Minne- 
sota, 14-10, in NFC title game. 


1975 with defense allowing second fewest 
points in NFL history over a 14-game season 
(135), Rams win third straight NFC Western title 
by completing 12-2 season. After playoff victory 
over St. Louis, however, they bow to Dallas in 
the NFC Championship Game. The 34-8 record 
over the last three years is best in the NFL. 


1976 Rams win NFC West title for fourth 
straight year with 10-3-1 record then beat Dal- 
las, 14-12, for their first playoff victory on the 
road before 24-13 NFC title game loss at Minne- 
sota. Quarterback injuries marseason and rookie 
Pat Haden becomes fourth different playoff QB 
in four years under Knox. Rams’ 351 points is 
highest in NFC. 


1977 Rams spearhead new Coliseum 
contiguration which reduces capacity from 
91,038 to 71,039. With Lawrence McCutcheon 
setting new club career rushing record of 
5,523 yards, the Rams (10-4) roll to their fifth 
straight division title before 14-7 playoff loss 
to Minnesota in Coliseum. Following the cam- 


paign Knox resigns to take Buffalo Bills head 
coaching post. 


1978 onFeb.1 . Rosenbloom hires George 
Allen but releases Allen after second preseason 
game. Ray Malavasi becomes head coach and 
leads club to 12-4 mark for the sixth straight 
division title (tying NFL record). Rams beat Min- 
nesota, 34-10, in playoff but lose NFC title to 
Dallas. Rams also announce move to Anaheim 
Stadium beginning in 1980. 


1979 carroll Rosenbloom dies April 2 and 
his widow, Georgia, becomes majority owner. 
Club moves to Rams Park in Anaheim, where 
offices and practice facilities are together. De- 
spite multitude of injuries, team wins 7th straight 
division title to set NFL record, then beats Dallas 
(21-19) and Tampa Bay (9-0) in NFC Playoffs. 
Rams lose to Pittsburgh in Super Bowl XIV, 31- 
19. 


1980 With anaheim Stadium's capacity set 
at 69,045, Rams sell out last six home games 
and finish with 11-5 record. Rams lead NFL in 
rushing for first time since 1957, gaining 2,799 
yards. Rams set 15 club records and tie three 
others. Nolan Cromwell named consensus All- 
NFL and receives award as NFC Defensive 
Player of the Year. Rams enter playoffs as wild 
card and lose to Dallas, 34-13. 


1981 Ramstinish 6-10, missing playoffs for 
the first time since 1972. Nolan Cromwell and 
LeRoy Irvin named All-NFL. Irvin sets NFL rec- 
ord with 207 punt return yards in 37-35 win over 
Atlanta. Wendell Tyler rushes for 1,074 yards 
and ties Elroy Hirsch’s club record of 17 touch- 
downs in a season. Rams sell out first seven 
regular season games at Anaheim Stadium. 


1982 NFL players’ strike wipes out seven 
games of the regular season schedule and the 
Rams finish lastin the NFC with a 2-7 record. QB 
Bert Jones, acquired in draft day trade from 
Baltimore, misses last 5 games with a neck 
injury. In his place, Vince Ferragamo throws for 
509 yards vs. Chicago, second highest in league 
history. Following the season Malavasi is dis- 
missed. 


1983 Inoneotthe mostdramaticturnaround 
years in NFL history, Georgia Frontiere begins 
by hiring former USC Coach John Robinson in 
February. Revamped front office engineers a 
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dozen off-season trades. Eric Dickerson is drafted 
on the first round in April. Robinson installs new 
offense (single back) and new defense (3-4) 
while Frontiere signs all players on roster. Rams 
go 9-7 and enter playoffs as wild card team 
beating Dallas in Texas, 24-17, before losing to 
Redskins in Washington. Dickerson breaks NFL 
rookie rushing record (1,808 yards), sets five 
Ram records andis consensusAll-Pro. Cromwell, 
Kent Hill, Jackie Slater and Dickerson make Pro 
Bowl. Robinson named NFC Coach of the Year. 


1984 Rams make playoffs for second time 
in as many years after finishing with 10-6 mark. 
Host first ever playoff game at Anaheim Stadium 
before record crowd of 67,037 but lose to New 
York Giants in NFC wild card game. Again, Eric 
Dickerson is the offensive force behind the Rams 
success as he rushes for 2,105 yards breaking 
O.J. Simpson's NFL record of 2,003. Jack 
Youngblood sets Ram record by playing in his 
201stconsecutive game. Quarterback Jeff Kemp 
replaces injured Vince Ferrangamo in Week 
Three and leads team to nine wins. Dickerson is 
named NFC Player of the Year and makes Pro 
Bowl along with Henry Ellard, Kent Hill and Doug 
Smith. 


1985 Ramsseasonfalls justone game short 
when they get beat by the Chicago Bears in the 
NFC Championship Game. The defense and 
special teams play prominent roles in 11-5 regu- 
lar season. Rams defense stifles Minnesota on 
one-inch line to preserve 13-10 victory as time 
runs out in Week Five. Ron Brown electrifies 
Anaheim Stadium crowd by returning two kick- 
offs for touchdowns against Green Bay to tie 
NFL record in Week Twelve. Eric Dickerson 
misses first two games but returns to rush for 
1,234 yards. he sets an NFL playoff record by 
rushing for 248 yards against Dallas in first ever 
playoff win (20-0) at Anaheim Stadium. Nine 
Rams make NFC Pro Bow! team: Ron Brown, 
Jim Collins, Gary Green, Dale Hatcher, LeRoy 
Irvin, and four offensive linemen, Dennis Har- 
rah, Kent Hill, Jackie Slater and Doug Smith. 


1986 Rams make playoffs for fourth con- 
secutive year after posting a 10-6 regular sea- 
son record. Rams acquire rookie Quarterback 
Jim Everett from Houston in major trade with 
Oilers. Everett throws three touchdown passes 
in debut against Patriots and starts last five 
games including playoff loss to Washington. Eric 
Dickerson rushes for over 1,000 yards for fourth 
consecutive season (1,821) and surpasses for- 
mer Ram running back Lawrence McCutcheon 


as the teams all-time leading rusher with 6,968 
yards in only four seasons. Defense plays im- 
portant role in Rams’ success, finishing fifth in 
total defense in the NFL yielding 304 yards per 
game. Seven Rams selected to Pro Bowl - 
Dickerson, Carl Ekern, Jerry Gray, Dennis Har- 
rah, LeRoy Irvin, Jackie Slater and Doug Smith. 


1987 Rams fail to make the playoffs for the 
first time in last five seasons while finishing with 
a 6-9 record. NFL players’ strike shortens sea- 
son by one game while three games are played 
with non-union players. Rams acquire six draft 
choices (three No. One's and three No. Two's 
over the next two years) from the Colts in block- 
buster trade for Running Back Eric Dickerson. 
Charles White takes over for Dickerson and 
wins NFL rushing title by gaining 1,374 yards 
and is named to his first Pro Bowl as well as 
unanimous All-NFL. 


1988 Rams qualify for the playoffs for the 
fifth time in six seasons under John Robinson, 
who becomes the winningest coach in club 
history with 58 wins. Rams lose NFC Wild Card 
Game to Minnesota after finishing with a 10-6 
record. Team features wide open offense as Jim 
Everett sets four Ram passing records and ties 
a fifth while wide receiver Henry Ellard sets a 
Ram record for most catches in a season with 
86. Defensively, the Rams tie a club record with 
56 quarterback sacks which leads the league. 
Rams have five of the top 47 choices in draft and 
select RB Gaston Green and WR Aaron Cox on 
the first round. Five players are selected to the 
Pro Bowl - Jackie Slater, Henry Ellard, Tom 
Newberry, Doug Smith and Jerry Gray. 


1989 Rams finish regular season with a 
11-5 record and qualify for playoffs as a wild 
card entry. Team posts road playoff victories 
over Philadelphia and N.Y. Giants before losing 
to San Francisco in NFC Championship game. 
Rams 13 wins are the most since 1978. Jim 
Everett becomes the first player in club history 


to pass for over 4,000 yards (4,310), while 
receivers Henry Ellard (1,382 yds.) and Flipper 
Anderson (1,146) are the first two receivers 
to gain over 1,000 yards in the same season. 
Anderson also sets NFL record with 336 re- 
ceiving yards on 15 catches vs. New Orleans. 
Safety Vince Newsome tops defense with 89 
tackles while Linebacker Kevin Greene regis- 
ters 16.5 quarterback sacks. Jerry Gray, Kevin 
Greene, Tom Newberry, Jackie Slater, Doug 
Smith and Ellard make the Pro Bowl. Gray 
returns interception for a touchdown and is 
named the game's Most Valuable Player. 


1990 Henry Ellard, (most receptions with 
412 and yards with 7,037), and Jackie Slater 
(most games played with 209) both set Ram 
records as the team posts a disappointing 5-11 
record. Ellard and Willie "Flipper" Anderson also 
become first receivers in Rams history to have 
consecutive 1,000-yard receiving seasons, a 
feat only two other NFL teams have accom- 
plished. Rams spoil 49ers attempt to break NFL 
record of consecutive wins by beating San 
Francisco at Candlestick, 28-17. 1990 also 
marks comeback of former college phenom 
Marcus Dupree, who returns from what was 
considered a career-ending knee injury. Safety 
Vince Newsome again leads the team in tackles 
with 92, while Kevin Greene contributes 11.5 
sacks. Jackie Slater and Jim Everett represent 
the NFC in the Pro Bowl. 


1991 Rams active in Plan B free agency by 
signing seven players, including five on defense. 
The club hires former Philadelphia Eagles 
Defensive Coordinator Jeff Fisher and three 
other defensive assistant coaches to revamp 
Rams' defense. The Rams, who have the fifth 
pick overall in the NFL draft, select Cornerback 
Todd Lyght of Notre Dame. The club also takes 
Linebacker Roman Phifer from UCLA with their 
second pick. In all, the Rams select seven de- 
fensive players with their 11 picks.

Lambeau Field, Sept. 9 

The Rams dropped their regular season opener, 36-24, tothe Green 
Bay Packers before a sellout crowd of 57,685 at Lambeau Field. Curt 
Warner put the Rams in tront, 7-0, late in the first quarter ona six-yard 
touchdown run. Following a Jim Everett pass interception, the 
Packers tied the game on a four-yard TD pass from Anthony Dilweg 
to Ed West with 11:23 leftin the half, Following a Chris Jacke 26-yard 
field goal, the Rams regained the lead, 14-10, on a 40-yard touch- 
down strike from Everett to Willie Anderson. Green Bay closed out 
the first halt scoring with Ditweg hitting Jeff Query for a 47-yard 
touchdown pass to make it 17-14. After exchanging field goals, the 
Packers increased their lead to 27-17 when Dilweg and West teamed 
up again on a seven-yard touchdown pass. On the following 
possession, Henry Ellard fumbled and the Packers’ Jerry Holmes 
recovered and returned it to the Rams’ four-yard line, On the next 
play, Brent Fullwood scored on a two-yard run after a Rams holding 
penalty. The Rams then scored in just 2:58 to bring them to within 
nine. Everett completed all five passing attempts in the final drive, 
including a nine-yard TO pass to Pete Holohan.

The Rams rolled up 28 first-half points and never looked back, 
downing the Buccaneers 35-14 in Tampa. Quarterback Jim Everett 
threw three of his four touchdown passes in the first half to pace the 
Rams. On the second play from scrimmage, LB Fred Strickland 
forced a fumble and NT Alvin Wright recovered the ball on Tampa's 
24-yard line. Six plays later, Everett hit FB Buford McGee for a 
six-yard touchdown.

Instant Replay Approved for 1991 


For the sixth consecutive season, NFL clubs have 
approved a limited system of Instant Replay on a one-year 
basis. 

All replay reviews which involve contact to the field 
from the Replay Booth will be a maximum of two minutes 
in duration, timed from the moment when the Umpire 
signals timeout. 

The Replay Official will be assigned to a regular 
Officiating crew and will attend crew meetings the day 
before each game. 

The following table outlines the number of reversals 
and plays closely reviewed by instant replay in each of the 
previous five regular seasons.

In 1986, the system was approved by a 23-4-1 vote 
and in 1987 the vote was 21-7. In 1988, replay was 
cleared by a 23-5 margin. In 1989, the vote was 24-4. In 
1990, the vote was 21-7. In 1991, Instant Replay was 
approved by a 21-7 vote. 

The NFL has discussed Instant Replay in some degree 
or other since the early 1970s. The League experimented 
in 1976 and 1978 using two basic frameworks—an 
independent system using cameras, replay machines, and 
technicians separate from the network covering the 
games, and a no-frills approach using existing TV 
coverage. 

In 1985, the NFL used the network feed of the nine 
nationally televised preseason games to experiment with 
the basic system which later was adopted and has been 
used since 1986. A total of 28 plays (17 confirmed calls, 
4 inconclusive, 1 reversed, and 6 no replay shown) were 
closely examined in the 1985 experiment. 


O—What is the objective of this system? 

A—The clubs feel that on certain plays the telecast 
viewed by the general public should be used to correct an 
indisputable error. The system will be used to reverse an 
on-field decision only when the Replay Official has 
indisputable visual evidence available to him that 
warrants the change. 


Q—Who will be involved? 

A—tThe Replay Official (a former NFL or collegiate 
official) will be positioned in a sideline Replay Booth, 
which will house two TV monitors and two high-speed 
VCRs plus radio communications to the on-field officials. 
The Replay Official makes the decision although a 
Communicator (normally a member of the League Office 
staff) and a Technician also will be there to lend logistical 
help. 


Q—Why is the system referred to as “Limited” 
Instant Replay? 

A—This system will concentrate on plays of 
possession or touching (e.g. fumbles, receptions, 
interceptions, muffs) and most plays governed by the 


sidelines, goal lines, end lines, and line of scrimmage 
(e.g. receiver or runner in or out of bounds, forward or 
backward passes, breaking the plane of the goal line). It 
also will be used to determine whether there are more 
than 11 men on the field. 


Q—Why aren't most fouls included in this system? 
A—It is recognized that in most circumstances the on- 
field officials have the best vantage points involving 
fouls. It is for this reason that Instant Replay will not 
review a list of the following 26 fouls: 
1. Clipping 
Encroachment and offsides 
3. Grasp of facemask 
4. False start 
5. Defensive pass interference 
6. Offensive pass interference 
7. Offensive holding and illegal use of hands 
8. Illegal batting or punching ball 
9. Illegal block on free kick or scrimmage kick 
10. Illegal crackback 
11. Illegal motion 
12. Ileal use of forearm or elbow 
13, Illegal use of hands by defense 
14. Illegally kicking ball 
15. _ Illegally snapping ball 
16. Intentional grounding 
17. Member of punting team downfield early 
18. Illegal formation 
19, Palpably unfair act 
20. Piling on 
21. Roughing the passer 
22. Running into/roughing kicker 
23. Striking, kicking, or kneeing 
24, Unnecessary roughness 
25. Unsportsmanlike conduct 
26. Use of helmet as a weapon 


Q—s the television network carrying the game part 
of the review process? 

A—No. Although the Replay Official will be viewing the 
live network feed, there is no communication to 
television personnel as to which plays to show or not to 
show. The Replay Official does not hear the TV 
commentators. 


Q—wWhat is the step-by-step procedure of a play 
review? 

A—The Replay Official will view game action and a 
play will be replayed immediately on one of the two 
monitors, while the other one continues to record the live 
feed. 

The Replay Official makes a determination if further 
study of the play is needed. If not, there is no contact 
with the field and play continues without interruption. 

It the Replay Official believes an error may have been 
made, the Umpire will be contacted via a headset.
